Requisites, Seeds and Bulbs ; 2£ per cent, 
off Plants, Trees, &c., for cash within 
14 days after the receipt of invoice. Small 
amounts may be remitted in stamps. No 
receipts sent for sums under 2/6, unless 
stamp is sent to cover postage. 

OCCASIONAL CUSTOMERS. — In cases of small 
orders, customers are respectfully requested 
to send remittances in prepayment. 

NOMENCLATURE.— Every care is taken to supply 
goods true to name, but mistakes may 
occur. We shall be glad if our patrons will 
communicate with us immediately an error 
is discovered, and we will then return the 
amount paid or replace with the true 
variety, if in stock ; but we cannot take 
further responsibility.

Where our Plants | s nl j] es south-west of Manchester, sufficiently distant from 
are grown the city to escape the baneful effects of its smoke, Being at a 

considerable altitude, our plants have the advantage of growing in a clear and pure 
atmosphere, a condition that is essential to the proper development ot their vigour 
and constitution. 

Our Glass Structures are all new, being erected about 7 years 
ago, when we moved our headquarters to the present site. I hey 
total 28 in number, are all span roofed and vary in width from 11 
feet to 23 feet. With four exceptions they are all 180 feet in length. A corridor 
house, 540 feet in length, runs along and connects the houses together along one end. 

With a view to adapting our houses as closely as possible to the needs 
of the plants, and to facilitate attention to them, several novel features 
have been introduced in our houses. A narrow gauge tramway runs 
along the entire length of the corridor, connecting with and running through every house. 
Our water supply is pumped by means of the Windmill to a reservoir on some high 
ground about half a mile distant ; from there it gravitates through a system of 
pipes to taps in every house. The system of heating is most modern, including 
overhead hot water pipes in several houses. 

An Invitntin Anyone who is at all fond of plants, or flowers, cannot fail to be 
All invitation interested in a visit to our establishment. In addition to the extensive 
Glasshouses, there are 400 acres of out-door nurseries. We heartily welcome a visit 
of inspection by anyone interested. If necessary, arrangements will be made to meet 
visitors at the railway station, on receiving an intimation a few posts in advance.

Glibrans’ “SSL- Tuberous Begonias. 

Careful fertilisation and selection over a period of many years has resulted in Tuberous 
Begonias of the highest excellence. Our aim has been to produce dwarf habit, freedom in the 
production of large flowers in clear and well-defined colours and shades, carried upright on stout 
stems. In this we have succeeded. We cordially invite inspection when in bloom, from the 
beginning of July until the middle of September 

CULTURAL NOTE. -Begonia Tubers should be started into growth any time from February to 
March, the tubers intended for bedding being placed in boxes. A mixture of good loam, leaf 
mould, and coarse sand, with well-rotted manure, is the best compost. I'ot firmly, placing the 
tubers just below the surface of the soil ; the potting compost should be moistened before use. 
Allow plenty of drainage, and place any rough portions of soil at the bottom over the crocks. 
Water sparingly until the plants are growing freely, and re-pot into larger pots as required. In 
the growing season, especially during hot weather, water freely, and on no account allow the 
plants to become dry. Plenty of air and light are essential at all stages of their growth, and 
when grown under glass the flowering plants require to be shaded from the ’sun during the 
hottest part of the day. After flowering, gradually withhold water until the tops die down, 
when the tubers should be placed in sand or cocoa fibre, and stored away in a cool dry place.' 
Examine occasionally to see if any signs of decay.

T HE New Hybrid Begonias raised and introduced by ourselves in 1908-9, 
have created, as we quite anticipated, a great sensation. Although we 
grew large stocks of the varieties, several of them were sold out long 
before the end of the season. 

These new Hybrids are the outcome of crossing “Begonia Socotrana ” (a 
pink-flowered species, with fibrous roots, producing small bulbil-like growths at the 
base of the stem, a plant but rarely seen outside of Botanical Gardens) with selected 
double-flowered varieties of the well-known Summer-Blooming tuberous-rooted 
Begonias. 

The result has been the raising of an entirely new race, possessing the great 
advantage of commencing to flower in the autumn, when the summer varieties 
have ceased, and continue to bloom profusely until the early months of the following 
year. 



The colours embrace pink, rose, carmine, red and some intermediate shades. 
The flowers are double, semi-double and single, according to the variety, and are 
wonderfully lasting either on the plant or when cut. 

It will be noted (see next page), that we are introducing four new varieties 
for 1910. These together with “ Clibrans’ Pink,” “ Miss Gibran,” “ Clibrans’ 
Triumph,” and the other lovely varieties offered, constitute a series of flowering 
plants of the greatest beauty and usefulness. 



The cultivation of these new Hybrids is not difficult, providing 
the following hints are borne in mind and acted upon. 

CUTTINGS (formed from the young shoots springing from the axils of the leaves 
when the resting period is over) may be struck from April to August, in a tempera- 
ture of 65 to 70 degrees ; pot on as required and later place them in a temperature 
of 60 to 65 degrees. Shade from bright sunshine. Water carefully at all times, 
but maintain a moist atmosphere throughout the growing period, giving air on 
favourable occasions. Cuttings struck from April to June will make large exhibition 
plants in 6 \ inch pots ; those struck during July will make good plants in 5 inch 
pots. During autumn the plants will commence to bloom and continue to do so 
throughout the winter. 

When the flowering period is over, water should be given very carefully, just 
sufficient to prevent them becoming too dry. Continue this treatment until the 
plants show signs of starting growth, when supplies should be increased. 

The compost best suited for these plants consists of three parts loam, one part 
leaf mould, and one part silver sand for cuttings ; for larger plants add a little 
well-decayed manure.

Years ago we cultivated and maintained a collection of Gesneras. For some reason the 
plants gradually ceased to be popular, and as a consequence we ceased to grow them. 
Latterly, there has been a distinct revival of interest, and as we are frequently asked to supply 
plants, we have again taken up their cultivation. 

Gesneras are closely allied to Gloxinia, Achimenes, Saintpaulia and Streptocarpus, all 
well known and beautiful plants. For winter effect the Gesnera is a distinctly beautiful 
plant, not only for its flowers, but for its handsome richly-coloured foliage. 

Mr. F. Chipstone, of Dingley Gardens, who grows these plants remarkably well, writes 
as follows regarding their cultivation : — 

" When the plants have finished flowering, they are placed in a light position under the 
stage. They are watered until the foliage shows signs of withering, after which moisture is 
gradually withheld until the stems have died down, when the plants are turned out of their 
pots and stored in sand. In this condition they remain in a dry, warm shed till the second 
week in July, when they are re-potted, three being placed in a 6 inch pot, or one or two in a 
4J inch or 5 inch pot. The compost consists of two parts loam, one part peat, with a little 
dry cow dung, leaf-soil, and sand. If the soil is moist, no water is needed until signs of growth 
are apparent, beyond syringing overhead twice each day. At first they are placed in a vinery, 
but when growth is about an inch or so in length, they are transferred to a pit, where they 
receive more light. When the pots have become filled with roots, weak liquid manure is 
afforded the plants.” 

It should be stated in connection with the above, that Mr. Chipstone grows his plants for 
flowering during December and January. By starting the bulbs earlier, they can of course 
be brought into bloom at any earlier date. Mr. Chipstone flowers his plants in an intermediate 
house, together with Begonia " Gloire de Lorraine.”

CULTURAL NOTES. — Plants suitable for Greenhouses thrive best in a 'temperature of 40 to 50 
degrees in Winter. All the Soft-wooded Plants of this Section need supplies of weak liquid manure, 
or a top-dressing of artificial manure, such as our “Ideal” Fertilizer, as soon as they are well 
established in the pots, if free and continuous hloom is required. The Hard-wooded Plants mostly 
require peat, leaf-soil, and sand, with a little well-rotted old manure, and do best in the coldest and 
most airy part of the house. The Soft-wooded Plants require rotted turf, old manure, leaf-mould, 
and sand, and do best in the warmest part of the house. If either class is wanted for Winter bloom, 
10 to 15 degrees more heat is required than is needed to keep them in health without bloom, and a 
drier atmosphere is essential. From June to September Hard-wooded Plants do well in a cold 
frame or behind a north wall or fence, if attended to for water, and kept quite free from insects. 
Soft-wooded Plants at this time are mostly in bloom. The house should be well ventilated, and 
slightly shaded from strong sunshine. Fumigate or syringe with some insecticide before the insects 
appear.
